Former Leader of the Western | 


Federation Deposed from 
Office. in Workers’ 


A| HIS SOCIALISM IS CAUSE. 


Reduction from Secretary Fol- 


lowed by Stoppage of His 
Lectures in Interests 
of the Body. 


Denver, Colo, April 24.—[Special.]—Wil- 


um D. Haywood, for many years secretary- 


treasurer of the Western Federation of 
Minera, has been ousted from the executive 
board of the organization by the members of 
that body. The announcement of this action 
appeared in a statement published in the offi-. 
clal organ of the federation, the Miners’ 
Magazine, today. Thie statement said: 

„To whom it may concern: This is to inform 
you that the executive board of the Western Fed- 
ation of Miners has decided to terminate the 
services of William D. Haywood as representative 
of the Western Federations in the field, the same to 
take effect on the Sth day of April, 1908. 

“© B. MAHONEY, Vice President.” 

This means Haywood iw no longer in the 
employ of the federation, even as organizer, 
which position he has held since December, 
when Ernest Mille#wae named to supersede 
him as secretary-treasurer. The only con- 
nection which Haywood now has is as a mem- 
ber of the Silver City, Idaho, lodge, which is 
affiliated with the parent, body. 


Socialism Thought Oause. 


, Shortly after Haywood's acquittai in Boise, 
Idaho, of the charge of complicity in the 
murder of former Gov. Steunenberg he was 
shorn of power as member of the executive 
board of the federation. For some time he 
has been in the east lecturing on socialism 
ahd the soliciting of membership for the 
federation. He was paid for his work as a 
solicitor, but was not supposed to spread 
the socialist propaganda. It is apparent that 
Haywood’s activity in that capacity has 
not met with the approval of the executive 
board. _ 

It is understood that in December Hay~- 
wood was asked by the board for his resig- 
nation as secretary-treasurer of the federa- 
tion. Haywood is said to have demurred. 
The board then appointed Ernest Mills to 
the office temporarily and put Haywood out 
as organizer and solicitor. 

Haywood, at the time of the wars between 
the mine owners and workers in the western 
district, was one of thé inner circle "/which 
directed all of the miners’ moves. He prob- 
ably wae the strongest of the four men who 
ruled the laborers at that time, and was men- 
tiotied by Harry Orchard as a leader in the 
conspiracies, which, he alleged, he carried 


out. 
Trial Beginning of End. 

These included bomb plots, the de 
struction of mining properties, and murders 
by the score. The charge on which Hay- 
wood and his fellow leaders in the federation 
were arrested was that of conspiracy to as- 
sassinate Frank Steunenberg, who, as gov- 
ernor of Idaho, had aroused the enmity of 
the federation by his repressive measures. 
It was alleged in the confession of Harry 
Orchard that the governor had been slain 


by a bomb placed under his gate. 


Haywood was the first of the defendants to 
be tried. Orchard on the witness stand de- 
clared he had been inetructed by the mem- 
bern of the “inner circle” to make away 
with the men opposed to them, to commit 
wholesale murders, ahd to destroy property. 
In spite of this confession Haywood Was ac- 
quitted and the cases e the other ac- 
cused collapsed. 


Personality Is Oonflicting. 

In person Haywood showed himself to be a 
good leader during the trial. He was ever 
on the alert to aid his counsel in their battles 
over the testimony, and he played a part in 
all of their conferences. 

Another side to the man who was accused 
of bloody deeds was brought out during his 
long fight against conviction. This was his 
love for home, his invalid wife, and his chil- 
dren. During the legal battles in the court- 
room Haywood appeared cynical, bitter, and 
cruel, yet when with his family his face was 
that of a person of pleasing and winning 
character, 


STUDENT AT WORK ON THE “L” 
FALLS TO DEATH FROM TRAIN. 


Hugh M. Watson Crushed and Body Is 
Identified Later by the Father of His 
Sweetheart. 


Hugh M. Watson, a medical student em- 
ployed by the Chicago and Oak Park Ele- 
vated railroad, was killed last night on that 
structure at the Homan Avenue station. 

Watson, who was 24 years old, was assist- 
ing in switching cars near the Homan avenue 
siation when he was killed. He was riding 
on the end platform of a train of empty cars 
when he slipped from the platform and fell 
to the track. A train passing in the opposite 
direction struck his head. 

The accident“ was witnessed by Clarence 
Jones, 11 years old, 800 Walnut street, who 
notified Charles Murphy, a colored porter. 
Murphy called physicians, but Watson died 
before their arrival. 

A card bearing the name of Miss Sarah 
Hohmann, 5811 Iowa street, was found/in the 
clothing. Later John Hohmann, the young 
woman's father, who identified the body, said 
it was understood that Watson, eho was a 
student at the Rush Medical college, was to 
be married to his daughter when he finished 
school.

WIND KILLS 290 In THR SOUTE 


Louisiana, Mississippi, and Ala- 
bama Storm Swept. 


1,00 e HOUSES DESTROYED, 


Entire Towns Blotted Out by Fury of 
Tornado. 


New Orleans, La., April 24.—[Special.)}— 
Two hundred and twenty-five are known 
to have been killed, 550 injured; and probably 
1,000 houses were destroyed by a widespread 
irruption of tornadoes in Mississippi, Louisi- 
ana, and Alabama today. Of the dead thir- 
teen were white persons. 

Int all nearly twenty towns were struck by 
the storms, of which there seem to have been 
at least five, although it is impossible to say 
with certainty how many 5 twisters wers 
afield.

One Tornado Kills Sixty-four. 

The tornado that first appeared in Concor- 
dia patish, La., appears to have been the 
most serious, both in respect to number of 
victims and extent of territory covered. 

Although it covered a rural district and 
struck no large towm the known results of its 
work are sixty-four dead and at least 100 
injured, with the prospect that the list will 
be considerably swelled by more complete 
reports. 

Over sixty of the dead are negroes, whose 
log cabins proved particularly fatal to the 
occupants, being easily torn to pieces, while 
the weight of the timbers crushed the in- 
mates to death. 

After leaving Concordia parish the storm 
crossed over into Mississippi and traversed 


portions of Adams, Jefferson, and Claiborne. 


counties, its path being about 100 feet wide. 
Shortly before midnight Amite City, La., 


located in Tangipahoe parish, got into com- 


munication with New Orleans and reported 
forty-five dead and sixty-five injured. This 
report was later cut down to twenty-five dead 
and fatally wounded, with a large number of 
minor casualties. A large number of the 
victims here were whites. This tornado ap- 
peared to be a different one from that which 
descended upon Concordia parish 


Alabama Loss Is Heavy. 

What appears to have been two different 
tornadoes also struck in western Alabama, 
one claiming six victims at Bergen and 
Thomas Sawmill, small places, and another 
striking Albertville, where thirty persons 
are reported to have been killed.

Brooklyn Senator Is Named in Affi- 
davits Filed by Buffalo PhysicTan. 
Against Wife. 


Buffalo, N. T., April 24.—[Special.)}—Mra, 
Mary A. Downs Dixon, now being sued by 
Dr. William A. Dixon of Buffalo for divorce, 
accompanied Senator Patrick H. McCarren 
to Albany during the sessions of the legisia- 
ture as well as to other places in the coun- 
try, according to affidavits filed today in the 
Erie county clerk's office. 

The affidavits charge that Mrs. Dixon was 
with the senator in New York, Brooklyn, and 
Saratoga and was quartered during legis- 
lative sessions in the Ten Eyckeé and the 
New Kenmore hotels in Albany.

FIRST OF KIND IN AMERICA. 


Tunnel Company Reinstates Employes;

The new “labor library,” recently eetab- 
lished by the Women's Trade Union league 
¢f Chicago, was opened yesterday in the 


Jeague's headquarters, 275 La Salle street. 


A large extension bookcase was installed and 
the work of cataloging the books was begun 
by Mrs. Corinne Brown, chairman of the li- 
brary committee, and Miss E. C. Phelps. 

The library contains at present more than 
200 volumes, including books on labor sub- 
jects, the woman question, economics, polit- 
ica] economy, socialism, and literature de- 
voted especially to the women’s trade union 
movement, A large number of the books 
were loaned to the league by George Eisler, 
a member of the printers’ union. 

The officers of the league are planning by 
means of donations, loans, and purchases to 
make the library one of the largest and most 
compléte in the United States devoted to the 
subject of labor. Circulation of the books 
will be Mmited to members of the league until 
a demand shall warrant an extension of the 
circulation privileges te members of labor 
unions generally. 

A report of the Mbrary committee be 
made at the next meeting of the a, fol- 
lowing which a librarian will be elected. Miss 
Emma Steghagen, secretary of the league, 
probably will be made librarian.

CITY SEALER ON WARPATH 
“AFTER SHORT MEASURE MILK. 


Bottles Must Tell Amount They Hold— 
Supreme Court Upholds City in Fight 
to Protect Small Consumers. 


If the quantity which it is supposed to hold 
is not blown in the glass of the battle in 
which you received your milk this morning 
the dealer is violating a city ordinance, and 
if you think you have been receiving short 
measure you can cause the dealer's arrest 
by notifying city Seaier Kjellander. 

It may be that the city sealer will have 

„ met up with the dealer first, however, 
because he is going on the warpath after 
law breaking milkmen. Some time ago, 
aroused by the prevalence of short measure 
milk bottles, the council passed an ordi- 
nance providing that each milk bottle, large 
or small, must have the quantity it holds 
blown in the glass. 


milkmen prepared to fight it. They feught it 
to the Supreme coyrt, and they have been 
beaten. Now the city sealer propoees to 
enforce the law. 

The fight was bitter, and the final decision 
ie. considered a great victory by the city. 
It ia important not only for its effect on this 
particular ordinance but for its bearing upon 
and upholding of the general police powers of 
the city. 

The policy of the health department to in- 
sist on cleanliness in milk depots as of more 
importance than percentages of butter fat 
was evidenced in Juége Scovel’s court when 
Moses Mendelson, 31 Johnson street, was 
fined $25 and costs for failure to keep his 
premises clean, and three other milk dealers 
were let off with the payment of costs after 
being convicted of having milk and cream for 
sale which was short of butter fat.

Car and Driver American. 


Both the third car and its driver are American, 
and when Guy Vaughan drove his Stearns across 
the line he got a heartler welcome from the crowd 
than even the winner had received. His time is 
6:28:20 2-5, there being about the same distance 
between him and Cedrino as separated the Italian 
and the winner. 

Lytie, with another American car, a fifty horse 
power Apperson, was fourth with a record of 
5:20:15 2-5, Paul Sartori in his Bianchi car get- 
ting fifth place with 5:53:45 2-5. When five cars 
had finished all the other cars stopped. 

Of twenty-two cars that rolled up to thestarting 
line, shivering and belching smoke and flame in 
the gray light of dawn, only four failed to keep 
going until the end. One turned “turtle, but its 
plucky mechanics repaired damages and plugged 
along again as if nothing had happened. 

All told, the story of the race contains no tales 
of death or serious injury, which appears. in one 
or two cases at least, to be more the result of 
good luck than management, for there were sev- 
If Louis Strang is lucky 
to have won the race, why then surely William 
Watson and Dan Murphy are more lucky to have 
emerged from the struggle with their lives. 


Detailed Story .of Race. 


The officials experienced a great deal of difficulty 
in clearing the course preparatory to the start, but 
by 5 o' clock they succeeded in driving the crowds 
behind the wire fences. 

Sartori started off at 5:07 and Cedrino followed 
one minute later. The other cars were diepatched 
‘at intervals of one minute, all of the cars entered 
getting away in the order named in the officia! list. 
At 5:24 the -first four cars had passed Armonk, 
seventeen miles away. 

Strang was the first to finish the initial lap. close- 
ly followed by Iytle. The official time for _ 
first lap was thirty-nine minutes and 
seconds. Sartori, in third position, had to pul} — 
before reaching the stand, dwing to the puncture of 
a tire. This caused him 4 delay of about three 
minutes. Watson #truck @ post at Hastview, but 
no one was injured. The car was turned upside 
down and was declared out of the race. 

Strang finished the second lap at 6:48 ‘05. two 
minutes and twenty-four seconds ahead of Lytle. 
Trouble at a bridge over a creek delayed the cars 
on this lap. The ieader’s time for this round was 
fifty minutes and 28 seconds. The replacing of a 
tire at the stand delayed Harding five minutes. 

In every lap each car was allowed ten minutes 
for control, which-is not. counted in the elapsed 
time, giving the drivers time to make repairs if 
necessary. 

Strang still led at the finish of the third lap, made 
in thirty-nine minutes and 18 seconds. Lytle, sec- 
ond; Cedrino, third. On elapsed time Strang had 
a lead of twenty-one, seconds. 


Accidents to Several Cars. 


The fourth lap ended at 8:26:02, Strang in the 
lead the total elapsed time being 1:56: 02 and the 
time for the lap 38:39. With the race half over, 
Strang had averaged a speed of almost forty-six 
miles an hour. 

One of the front wheels of Murphy's car collapsed, 
and the driver and his mechanician, Ulrich, escap- 
ing injury. The car was shoved to the side of the 
road and was declared out of the race. Bloch was 
ditched during the fifth round and Mulford found 
trouble near Walhalla. De Palma was ditched in 
this round and went out of the race. 

In the meantime Strang had clung to the leading 
position which he gained in the first round. He 
nec aeng the sixth circuit with total elapsed time. of 

‘55:04. He finished the seventh in 38:43. Cedvino 
205 second in the fast time of 37:16. Lytle was 
third. 

Strang started away on the final leg of the jour- 
ney at 10:53:47, followed by Cedrino and Lytle. 
The excitement was great and the officials had the 
hardest kind of work in clearing the course. A dun- 
gerous curve near the judge's stand was the point 
the crowd sought, and around this the cars skidded 
at imminent risk. 

At 11:44 Strang came in winner of the trophy 
in 5:14:18 1-5, elapsed time. Cedrino was second, 
5:21:05 2-5. Vaughn was third, 5:28:20 2-5. 

The great race was ended and the 11,000 automo- 
biles made a lively scramble for the return journey 
from the course.

AFTER TEN YEARS. 


Today ten years ago congress formally 
declared that war existed and for six 
days prior. thereto had existed between 
the United States of America and the 
kingdom of Spain. With that act fate 
turned the page upon a new chapter in 
the history of the American people. This 
at least is clear after ten years. 

Perhaps to the wisest little else is 
clear. The mood of the nation today has 
certainly neither the enthusiasm of the 
so-called . expansionist nor the anxiety 
and foreboding of the anti-imperialist. 
The future looks neither so bright as it 
did to the one, nor so dark as it did to 
the other. If our mood could be en- 
compassed in a phrase it would probably 
best be described as a somewhat unin- 
spiring belief in,.the inevitability of our 
present development. At times this is 
brightly colored by a sense of the new 
prestige of the nation before the world, 
but this is not so new and keen as it 
might be, for consciousness of our great- 


| ness has never been altogether denied us. 


At times we grow restive under a knowl- 
edge of new and irksome responsibilities 
and obligations. But this does not last 
long either, since we are a full blooded 
people, self-confident, and not normally 
anxious. The chapter, therefore, thus far 
is, in the main, plain prose. Whether it 
has a meaning more poignant than we 
suspect is for the future to disclose, We 
know that the chapter is but begun. 
That the American imagination has not 
caught fire at the events of the Spanish 
war and its really splendid results is, per- 
haps, explainable from the fact that dur 
energies are as yet so exactingly and so 
successfully engaged within our own con- 
tinent. However that may be, there is 
still something imperially -insolent. in 
America’s easy and confident entry upon 
the stage of world politics—as though 
the country bad bided its time in cool 
fa en of welcome and plete suc- 
cess ag a protagonist in that great drama, 
an asstrance not unfitting in the latest 
born of history, the heir of all the ages. 
However, a decade has not been long 
enough to crystallize a foreign policy: 
founded upon our new status and our new 
relations. That public opinion which 
arises out of a ‘general recognition of. 
needs and tendencies is not yet formed 
with regard to our situation in the far 
east, our ultimate duty to the Filipinos, 
our relations with China and Japan. At 
this time it may be said to be in a state 


of solution, but a ‘cOmparatively slight 


shock would precipitate it. 

That we are awake to the Pacific and 
its problems is much. That we realize 
more fully each year the significance of 
the Panama canal, that South America 
rises. more fully over the horizon of our 
national consciousness, that we are be- 
ginning to think in ‘terms of ‘world rela- 
tions—all this means that we are in a 
new epoch, and that we are pledging 
ourselves to its issues as consciously, per- 
haps, as nations ever do. 

Our danger is that we shall enter and 
grudge payment. To help rule the world 
is to pay a great price not only in ma 
terial treasure but in the precious coin of 
national character. The reflex of worldly 
ambition and external success upon our- 
selves is the main question. But the 
genius of the race must deal with that 
as it-must in the generations to come. 


AS TO REVIEWING THE SUPREME 
COURT. 

An important point was decided by the 
Illinois Supreme court this week. 

The case is that of Ralph Lipsey, who 
had been tried, convicted, and sentenced 
to the penitentiary. Upon his appeal to 
the Supreme court sentence was con- 
firmed, whereupon Lipsey sued for a writ 
of habeas corpus, which was duly granted 
by Judge McEwen. 

The Supreme court has now held that 
no Circuit judge has the right to review 
a case in habeas corpus proceedings after 
it has been passed upon by the reviewing 
court, the action of Judge McEwen is 
reversed, and Lipsey ordered to the peni- 
tentiary. : 

Thus it is made plain that our already 
loose and ineffective criminal administra- 
tion is not to be made preposterous by a 
sort of perpetual motion or system of 
endless chain trials and retrials, 

The habeas corpus plan had been 
Worked successfully before to get men out 
of the penitentiary. It cannot be again. 
Our court of last resort proposes to pre- 
serve its finality. 


SELECTING FEDERAL JUDGES. 

It is said that the man whom President 
Roosevelt has nominated to succeed Judge 
Lochren is not the man the Minnesota 
senators had recommended and that they 
feel exceedingly sore about it. This is not 
to be wondered at, for senatorial influence 
has been potent in filling district and cir- 
cuit judgeships. Ofter it has filled those 
places with inferior men who have been 
the obsequious servants of the senators 
who have got them their positions. 

It is hard enough to have collectors, 
postmasters, and other federal officials 
appointed for the purpose of helping some 
senator who depends on patronage to keep 
his political machine in working order 
and himself in office. It is outrageous 
that judicial positions should be allowed 
to be used for such a purpose. 

Doubtless the man whom the Minnesota 
senators picked out is a good lawyer. 
Possibly he would make a good judge. 
The man the president selected is a good 
lawyer who has been connected with the 
department of justice and has given evi- 
dence of the possession of the qualities a 
judge should have, The president has 
appointed a man about whom he has first 
hand information instead of one of whom 
all he knew was that two senators favored 
him,

questioned. If the fleet is in reality a 
messenger of peace rather than one of 
war the coal bill is of comparatively slight 
consequence. Most of the other expenses 
would be required anyway. As for the 
“wear and tear” of the ships in their 
cruise to the Pacifie, which one senator 
has deplored, probably it was no greater 
than it would have been if they had been 
sailing around in the Caribbean sea or off 
the Atlantic coast. The battleships have 
enjoyed rare immunity from accident thus 
far. They have not been equally fortu- 
nate in the past in cruises nearer home. 
There must be some “wear and tear” 
unless a ship is laid wp, and even then it 
gradually deteriorates. 

The futute problems of the Pacific are 
taking shape. The United States will 
have a part in their solution. Every one 
believes that. An English naval expert, 
whose work in connection with the fleet 
of his country during twenty years has 
helped to keep it in the van, has er- 
pressed his conviction that, barring one, 
the American navy is the best in the 
world. He cites able naval architects, 
well equipped shipyards, and American 
mechanicai ingenuity in support .of his 
belief. The American enthusidst would 
add the men behind the guns. To let the 
rest of the world see the fleet which is 


‘given such high rank would create an im- 


pression worth far more to the United 
States than the money needed for coal 
and other purposes. 

The spectacular features of thé trip ap- 
peal to many. The effect to be produced 
upon the people of American dependen- 
cies far from the mainland is sufficient 
reason to others for the needed cost. But 
the larger aspects of the eruise are the 
ones. which must make the real arguments 
for liberal appropriations. Zhe nation 
has become a world power. It will not 
recede from that position. A friendly 
cruise of the fleet will accomplish much 
in letting the world appreciate how far 
the country has advanced during the ten 
years since the war with Spain.

tion of the vestiges of their fortune and cf 
the remnants of their income was placed in 
the hands of trustees, who provide them with 
an allowance, but who have the say in all 
their expenditures.

In fact, Duke and Duchess Paul while 
under curatel are unable to undertake any 
contracts or obligations, or, indeed, to fulfill 
any civic duties, save with the consent of 
their trustees. 

Duke Paul, who is an uncle of the present 
reigning grand duke of Mecklenburg-Schwe- 
rin and a brother of the late grand duke, for- 
feited his rights of succession to the grand 
ducal throne by marrying Princess Marie 
Windischgraetz, who was an extremely 
beautiful and fascinating woman, but who 
labored, in his father’s eyes, under the dis- 
advantage of being a Roman Catholic, and 
when Dyke Paul himself became a convert 
to her church his father wanted not only to 
bar him from the su * but even to die- 
inherit him. This latter project, however, 
was not put Into execution. 

But Duke Paul, when his elder brother, 
the late Grand Duke Frederick Francis III., 
was killed at Cannes ten years ago, was 
obliged. to waive his rights to the regency 
during the minority of his nephew in fayor 
of his own younger brother, Duke John Al- 
bert (now regent of the duchy of Brunswick). 

Young Duke ry had an elder brother 
of the name of ul Frederick, a lieutenant 
of the imperial navy, who met with a violent 
death in a strange and mysterious fashion 
about a couple of years ago by breaking bis 
neck while skylarking after dinner one night 
in the villa which he occupted at Kiel. 

He also has an only sister, Duchess Antol- 
nette, who was one of the candidates for the 
role of consort to the present king of Spain 
prior to the latter's marriage to Princess Ena 
of Battenberg. In fact, when Alfonso XIII. 
visited Berlin the duchess figured conspicu- 
ousiy at the fétes given in his honor. But 
the young couple did not hit it off, and King 
Alfonso sought and obtained instead the 
hand of Ena of Battenberg.

Sir Thomas Gibson Carmichael, who has 
just been appointed governor of the Aus- 
tralian colony of Victoria in succession io 
Gen. Sir Reginald Talbot, was a particular 
friend and favorite of Mi. Gladstone, whom 
he succeeded as liberal member 2 pariia- 
ment for Midlothian. 

His patronymic is not really S 
but Gibson, and his family may be said to 
have been founded by Sir Alexander Gibson, 
one of the most eminent jurists of the reign 
of King James I., who bestowed upon him 
not only a baronetcy but also a barony, along 
with the title of Lord Durie of Anticosti and 
a grant of some-eighteen square miles in 
Anticosti, which, as everybody knows, is an 
island in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, now 
owned by Henri Menier, the French choco- 
late manufacturer, who uses it as a game 
and fish preserve. * 

The baronetey, the barony, and the land 
were inherited by Alexander Gibson's son, 
who was, however, deprived of his titles ard 
honors in 1649, and they do not seem to have 
been revived by his immediate heirs. 

Nor has any trace been found of the pat- 
ents and of the warrants among the records 
of the crown in Scotland, although the new 
governor of Victoria has in his possession 
authenticated copies of these documents, 
made about the time of their issue. 

Another baronetcy was conferred upon the 
head of this Gibson family in 1702, and ac- 
cording to some, therefore, Sir Thomas Car- 
michael is the fourteenth baronet of his line, 
while according to others he is only the ninth. 

Sir Robert Gibson, the fifth baronet, died 
in America towards the end of the eight- 
eenth century, and it was his brother and 
successor who, with the permission of the 
crown and in accordance with the entail of 
the Skirling estates, formerly belonging to 
the earls of Hyndford, through the marriage 
of John Gibson with Lady Helen Carmichael, 
sister of the fourth eari of Hyndford, as- 
sumed the name of Carmichael. 


— 

Sir Thomas may, in fact, be regarded as the 
principal representative of the former ear's 
of Hyndford and a claimant to their honors, 
which include the viscounty of Inglisberry 
and the barony of Carmichael. 

Readers’ of Robert L. Stevenson's novels 
may be interested to know that the Bar- 
bara Grant who figures in hie Catriona,”’ 
and who was one of the few actual person- 
ages appearing in his romances, became in 
real life the countess of Hyndford, and it was 
owing to her dying without issue that the 
earldom of Hyndford and the minor honors 
connected therewith fell into abeyance, 

Most of the estates of the earldom of Hynd- 
ford have now passed into the possession of 
the family of the Anstruthers, and Sir 
Thomas, who has no children and who is not. 
particulariy rich, having been compelled 
some time ago to sell A superb collection of 
art treasures and; historical relies dating 
from the twelfth to the sixteenth centuries, 
has absolutely aeciined to take any steps to 
establisn hig claims to the earldom, as pro- 
ceedings of this kind are terribly costly. 

— 

One of the reasons, however, which led 
him to withdraw from parliament was the 
question raised, among others by Joseph 
Chamberlain, as to whether he really had a 
right to sit and vote in the house of com- 
mons, on the ground that by inheritance he 
was in all probability a Scotch peer. 

In fact, a debate actually took place in the 
house of commons about the matter, and it 
was in consequence of the possibility of his 


vote on any important measure in the lower + 


chamber being invalidated on the ground 
that he was a peer that he withdrew from 
the house of commons, 

Until that time the impression had pre- 
vailed that a member of the house of com- 
mons could retain his seat there, even after 
succeeding to a peerage, until the moment 
when he received the writ of summons from 
the crown to the house of lords. 

The discussion, however, brought to light 
the legal fact that a member's seat in the 
lower house becomes invalid from the very 
moment that he inherits a peerage, no mat- 
ter whether he receives a writ of summoas 
or not. 


BRUTALITY TO HORSES. 

Chicago, April 23.—[Hditor of The Trib- 
une. )}—Is there a 8. P. C. A. in Chicago? If so, 
in what way does it manifest itself? Why isn’t 
there an effort made to prevent overloading 
of wagons and trucks? y office is near the 
bridge approach at Madison street and 
hardly a day passes that dozens of teams 
cannot be seen, cruelly overloaded, strug- 
giing up the steép, slippery, rough road. 
Time and again the horses fall to their 
knees only to be pulled up, lashed and goad- 
ed to fresh struggles. In fourteen years I 
have never seen an officer of any kind in- 
terfere in behalf of the abused horses. If 
We must have these insane inclines at the 
bridges, and if owners must be permitted to 
pile on killing loads, wouldn't it be possible 
for the 8. P. C. A., if it exists, to station an 
extra horse and driver at the worst of the 
bridge approaches to help overloaded teams? 
The exhibitions of thoughtless brutality have 
been bad enough during the winter; with the 
coming —— hot weather the cruelty and suf- 
fering ‘will greatly increase. Cannot the 
ot Seen = a be improved? A Horses Loy. 
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To a great extent the replies of the prineſ- 
pals bear out Mr. White in his assertion.

The plan of segregating grammar schoo! 
pupits for the purpose of industrial education, 
soparating those who will follow a trade or 
commercial pursuits from those who will en- 
ter a profession, was repudiated by the prin- 
cipals, though in an address before the Chi- 
cago teachers President Pliot of Harvard ad- 
vocated the plan strongly. 

Only 47 favored the plan, as against 178 who 
did not. Nine replied sometimes, amd 
nineteen misunderstood the question. Sixty 
favored this sort of segregation in the first 
year of the high school. 


Suggest Reforms; Changes Possible. 

Miscellaneous suggestions under the head 

of remarks were given by many princi- 
pals. Here are some of them: 

Children who have little home training should 
have more work in the seventh and eighth grades 
along the line of special vocations. 

Every school should include a. high school. A 
pupil should receive all his education from the age 
of 4, entering kindergarten, then through the 
eight elementary grades and three or four years 
of high school work-—a complete education in his 
own school. This would keep many pupils with 
us in school longer and we have teachers well 
qualified to teach advanced branches. 

When the work of compiling the replies of 
the 2,500 teachers is completed, the statistics 
will be used as the basis of an exhaustive 
study of the course of study in the Chicago 
schools, and it is possible radical changes will 
be recommended. A similar investigation 
was made in Cleveland two.years ago.

Council Committee Asks for a Meeting 
with Drainage Officials to Discuss 
Their Differences. 


The council finance committee has invited 
the drainage trustees to be present at its 
meeting next Friday when the question of 
granting permits to the sanitary district to 
erect poles and string wires for the transmis- 
sion of its electric power to consumers will 
be settled.

Edison company, issued a statement in which 
he said that intimation was as base as “ 
was unfounded,’’ and blamed Mr. McCormick 
for not getting his permit first and signing 
his contract afterwards, saying it would 
have been more businesslike.

Down to its consoNdation with the Chicago 
and Northwestern in 1864 this proportion be- 
tween the sources of capital was maintained. 
A like proportion appears in the distribution 
of the stocks and bonds of the original Chi- 
cago and Northwestern before the consoll- 
dation with the Galena road. This road in 
1859 purchased all the peg sand rights 
of the Chicago, St. Paul and Fond du Lac 
railroad at auction at a cost of $10,849,988 in 
stocks and bonds. 

After the consolidation into the present 
Chicago and Northwestern railway in 1865, 
with 846 miles of road, the capitalization 
stood, funded debt $12,020,482, against 828. 
155,640 in stock. It was not until 1882 that the 
funded debt of the Northwestern, swelled by 
the Issue of bonds for the purchase of con- 
necting reads, exceeded the stock issue. 

“It is common knowledge that all stock 
issues of both the St. Paul and the North- 
western in recent years have been paid for
